The Wound. 

NEW YORK, July 6.—A physician, in acom- 
munication te the Tribune concerning the 
| nature of the President’s wound, says it is 
| the opinion of a large number of intelligent 
medical men of this city that neither his liver 
nor any other vital part has been wounded. 
This is borne out by the fact that beyond the 
lirst shock there have been no material 
changes either in temperature, pulse or res- 
piration. The changes that might affect the 
formerare the most important indications 
either of the shock or peritonitis, but the 
body heathas not risen above 101 degrees 
and a fraction. The most probable exnvlana- 
tion of President Garfield's wound is that the 
bullettook an upward and inward course 
and lodged im a dense tissue about the spinal 
column. This injury would account for the 
pain in the legs and feet, and it would be dif- 
ficultto account forthe pain in any other 
way. NO man injured inthe manner claimed 
by medical witnesses would be so long with- 
out any accession of really unfavorable symp- 
toms. 


The President Sleeps. 

WASHINGTON, July 6,64. M.—The Presi- 
dent still sleeps. Mrs. Gartield arose at 4:5, 
and has been at the bedside since. Senor 
/amocana, the Mexican Minister, was the first 
toinquire, and has just left much gratified 
with the favorable news,7 a. m. Dr. Bliss 
leftat 6:30.

What is Said of the Man Who Shot the 
l’resident. 
lreeport (ill.) Special to € Picazo Times. 

The startling news of the scooting of Pres- 
ident Garticld was reccived here at an early 
- hour this morning, and created juite a sensa- 
tion, from the fact that the party who did the 
shooting was from ere and is wcll known to 
most ofthe inhabitants. ‘dhe people were 
not atallsurprised when ‘they icarned he 
committed the deed, forlhe wa- always re- 
carded from boyhood up as « very queer in- 
dividual, possessed of u baud teniper and at 
all times disposed to be contrary. MHeis the 
son of the late Luther W. Geuiteau, Who was 
cashier of the Second Nationsi Bank for years 
and a gentleman who stood “weil in this com- 
mainity. Itis said that had it not been for 
the recklessness of his -cn he would 
have lived several years lonc::. The father 
of thecriminal Wasa native of New York 
State and was -bornin Utica, (neida county, 
March 3, 1810. He came We-i «s far as Mich- 
ivan and cncaced in mereantiic business at 
Ann Arbor. [n isd2 he cam-to Illinois and 
scttiedin bk reepert in the inenth of Octo- 
ber of that vear. ile encaged 
in mereantile business. Inimt? he was uap- 
pointed Po-tmastee uncer President Ifarn- 
ron, and hel.i that office for scvcral vears. [le 
became embarrassed in bu-imess, but he paid 
aul his creditors in full, thou! he sacrificed 
allbehadin deing so. Afterserving in the 
Post Office some time he “as appointed 
Dequty Clerk of the Circuit Court, and was 
afterwards elected Clerk of that Court and 
held that office four years. snd declined to 
become a candidate for re-eloction. He was 
afterwards appointed and served again as 
Deputy Clerk. Upon the orcanization of the 
Second Nationa! Bank he )ccaine bookkeeper 
and acted in that capacity fer one year, and 
then was clected cashier of the bank in April, 
isis, and occupied that posityon up to the 
time of his death. Mr. Guitesu was a man of 
unswerving integrity, ant enjoved 
the contidence of tise President 
and beara of Direciorve of the 
bank to such an extenttaat ‘or a jong time 
he had the responsible manacement of the in- 
siitution. He was elected the turst county 
superintendent of schools. ile was instru- 
mental in organizing here the union system 
of graded schools, this being the sccond place 
in the State toadopt this ssstem, Chicago 
being the first. He was also the iirst police 
magistrate elected inthe city. Hewas mar- 
ricdin i833 to Miss Jane Howe, daughter of 
Maj. John Howe,of Antwerp, Jciferson coun- 
ivy, N. ¥. Shedied in ISis, In {854 he was 
marricdto Miss Maria Blood, of Cazenovia, 
N. ¥. He had three children bythe first 
wife andtwoby the surviyine one. Charles 
J.¢suiteau basa brother named J. Wilson 
{juiteau, with the New York Life Insurance 
eeeny with headquarters at Boston, who 
is considered a very fine ventleman; also a 
sister, Who resides at Chiesvo, the wife of

Some vears 
veo he was full of the idea o: starting a great 
newspaper in Chicago and breaking down 
the ‘Times. Ile wrote several letters to his 
father on the subject, although at the time 
he had not a penny of capital nor’ anv expe- 
rience in jourpvalism. He was alsonu member 
of the famous tncida Community in Central 
New York. Hisfull name is Charles Julius 
(iuiteau. The last time he was in Freeport 
Was about three years avo, When he remained 
buta couple of day-. 

Another ventleman well acquainted with 
the criminal Was interviewed and expressed 
no surprise when informed of what had 
transpired.

Addison Crain, the 
attorney Who had wet Guitenu in New York 
last september. Then he was a member of a 
Giartield addub,and seemed totake a vrent deal 
of interestinit. Mr. Crain deseribes lim as 
a very peculiar man, Who was s mMonomaniae 
on hubbies, and was always the fuiher of some 
erand scheme that never amounted to any- 
thing. hor awhile he stiutiod or practiced 
law in New York, but did not make a stuecess 
of it. 

Mr. Luther W. G:uiteau, Jr., a half-brother 
ofdChas. f. G@uitean, was cailed lipon at the 
Second National Bank. Ile stated that the 
criminal had been absent from home fora 
yood many years and Was not considered a 
member of the family. He liad « nvean dis- 
pesition, an lL his father, who died some 
months ago, evpressed the opinion several 
times thathis son would sometime commit 
some tcrrible deed that wou!ld bring disgrace 
upon the family. it Was not a matter of sur- 
pitse to hear of the news of the crime com- 
mitted, for it Was characteristic of the man. 
Mr. Guiteau further stated that Charles vaye 
his father considerable trouble. tvervthing 
possible Was done to restore him to his right 
mind, but all efforts prove futile. Jle was 
stubborn, mean. and tizlv. end would not 
listen to or beed advice. Uis said that Gui- 
teau delivered a lecture in Chicago on second 
adventism, and commanded siait wiidiences 
wherever he spoke. le wos a Quil-fledced 
Communist in every sense of the Qord. The 
news bus occasioned no particular surprise 
to parties Whe are acquainted with Guiteau,. 
The general opinion has always that he is 
erazy and aptto commit arash deed. There 
is, however, some sympathy expressed for 
him on aceount of his family connections, and 
further developments will be looked for 
eagerly by the people.

The 
cofiin was standing up against the wall. It 
was the first time he had ever been at fault.

MARS AND SATURN. 


The Morning Stars in July—A New 
Planetary Combination. 
From the Youth’s,Companion. 

A new planetary combination will add a 
fresh interest to the movements of the four 
bright morning stars in July. Mars and 
Saturn will be in conjuction on the 6th, at3 
o’clock in the afternoon, when Mars passes a 
little more than one degree north of Saturn. 

The morning of the 7th will be the best 
time for observation. The two planets will 
then rise nearly together about a quarter be- 
fore 1 o’clock amd eight or nine degrees 
south of the sunrise point. Jupiter will ap- 
pear abovethe horizon at a few minutes 
after l o'clock, and Venus, the brightest of 
the train, will fellow about eight minutes 
before 2 o’clock. At5o’ciock the planetary 
array willbe beautiful to behold. and the 
glory of the scene will continue till the plan- 
ets scem to melt away in the brighter light of 
the approaching sun. Ruddy Mars and pale 
Saturn, side by side, golden raved Jupiter 
following quickly on the celestial track, and 
mild-eyed Venus, the latest comer in the 
field, make up the quariet that graces the 
early hours of the midsummer morning. 

Saturn, Jupiter and Mars are all passing 
from conjunction to opposition, or from their 
more distant to their nearest point from the 
earth. Saturn willreach opposition 1n Octo- 
ber, Jupiter in November, and Mars in De- 
cember. it would seem asif the nearer the 
planetthe more rapid would be the passage 
from opposition round to opposition again; 
for the outer planets, Marsand the four 
giants of the system then appear to have 
completed a circuitin the heavens Known as 
the synodie period. 

If we were looking at them from the sun, 
such would be the case; but the earth isa 
moving observatory, and while moving our- 
selves, We are Watching planets also in mo- 
tion. . Therefore, the results differ. Mars is 
more than two vearsin going from opposi- 
tion 10 opposition: Jupiter about fourteen 
months, Saturn about twenty days less than 
Jupiter. 

Opposition is the mostimportant epoch in 
the movement of the outer planets. They 
are seen in the quarter of the heavens oppo- 
site the sun, as the word implies. They rise 
when the sun sets,andinay be seen during 
the entire night. They are also largest an 
brightest at that time, for they are nearest to 
us, sun, earth and planet forming a straight 
Jine with the earth in the center. 

No better opportunity than the present 


as they approach their most 
phase, opposition with the sun. 
Jupiter will soon leave Mars

|. Minister] Lowell on an Ancient and 


, Hackneyed Topic. 
Report of the Press’ Fund Dinner from the Man- 
chester Examiner. 
The American Minister, who.was very cor- 
dially received, said, in reply: His Eminence 
Cardinal Manning has alluded to me as the 
representative of a foreign power; and, al- 
though that is an expression which f[°am 
sometimes painfully inclined ‘to resent— 
thinking that an American is hardly, perhaps 
so much a foreigner as the representatives of 
other nationalities—there can be no dovbt 
that those gentlemen represent not only the 
— interest but the mutual amenities 
of nations. [Hear, hear.] His Eminence has 
referred to me as representing a great space. 
I donot know whether he meant by that 
ferm physical space or intellectual] space. 
[Cardinal Manning: Both.] ButI should be 
inclined to say that if he meant merely that I 
represented a physical space he stated, in 
effect, that I represented nothing. Little 
Athens occupies a greater space on the map 
of human memory than the enormous em- 
yires that have arisen and passed away since 
1er fall {cheers}; and when [stand here re- 
presenting the people ofthe United States of 
America, [think [am not overstepping the 
bounds of modesty when I say that I repre- 
sent also a great and beneficent 1dea—an idea 
which is making itself more and more felt in 
the politics and in the history of the world. 
Hitherto we have sent you corn, cotton and 
cutlery mainly; butit will not always be so. 
I have reached that period of life when 
almost every man becomes more or less 
laudator temporis acti; and when he begins 
either silently or publicly to conceive or ex- 
press a consideralWle respect forthe opinion 
of that Consul Plauecas whom he particular- 
ly lampooned in the hot days of his youth. 
[Cheers and laughter.}] That is probably a 
natural tendency. I suppose that Adam, in 
his old days, regretted the degeneracv of ap- 
ples jlaughter}—that the modern apples had 
not the flavor and the piquancy, and were not 
such aids to digestion us those which he re- 
membered inhis youth. [Laughter.] But I 
think there is onething which even those 
who are pessimistically inclined will say that 
the world has improved,and that is the press. 
[Cheers.] It is certainly a long stride from 
the Grub Street Journal—nay, from Thack- 
eray’s picture of the pressman, which is only 
a generation old—to such a tableas this, and 
to a prosperity of the press which indicates a 
higher civilization, and which is also justified 
by the noble manner in whichit is used. 
|Cheers.] @The great danger which thoughful 
men bave always dreaded from the press was 
the danger ofirresponsible power: and irre- 
sponsible power kas, almost invariably, been 
ill-used power. But 1 must @ay that 
in that respect the press has advanced in the 
right direction, 2nd that such publicity as it 
vives is more useful than harmful. [Hear, 
hear.}] I have more than once protested 
against the *‘interviewer,’’ who has certainly 
done what few men of genius have been able 
to do—that ts, to add anew verb ‘I will not 
savy whether or not it is an elegant one) to the 
language. [Laughter.| But I must acknowl- 
edge that he is frequently useful, and that he 
enabies public men out o€ power to make 
speeches from which they would otherwise 
be precluded. [Hear, hear.] And when TI re- 
member that the tirst great and model inter- 
viewer Was Boswell. 1 confess that my feel- 
ings soften toward the whole race. [Cheers 
and Jaughter.}| Laliuded a moment agoto 
whatis sometimes a disagreeable—or may be- 
come a very dangerous—quality of the press, 
and that is the catering to a universal curios- 
ity which leadsto the invasion of the privacy 
of life [cheers], and which, ifit justified all 
that has been feared of it, would make us all 
live in a much fierce r light than that which is 
said to beat upon a throne. But when we 
consider—as I think all thoughtful men 
should consider—that, I will not sav the ma- 
jority, but to a considerable portion of mane 
kind, their consciences are external to them, 
und that Mrs. Grundy, in short,is alarge part 
of their law, | think we can see how in this 
direction the press may behighly serviceable 
in promoting purity of life and a high code of 
public morals. 


Eecentric Washerwomen. 
From the New York World. 

The Mexican women, like their most re- 
mote ancestresses, persist in Washing on a 
stone—*‘losa de lavadera” on their knees at 
the side of a stream, or if at home, still in the 
same position, on the identical stone slab, 
with cold water and a very little soap—often 
with only a saponaccous herd called **zacate,” 
and they rinse in a wee bit of a**batea,”’ which 
is little else than a small *“*dug-out’’ or rude 
tub. Owing to this slow process everv fam- 
ily of four or five persons must have two or 
three laundresses, and even then it is difficult 
to get clothes returned under two or three 
weeks. In fact, the women of the lower class 
seem to have no idea of the lapse of time, for 
they stop a dozen times a day to smoke and 
gossip, yet they are, after all, good, harmless 
souls. Mexican families who have been 
in the United States und American 
colonists also haye bought tubs, washboards 
and even had washing machines brought 
there, but to no purpose. These Aztec 
women detest the “modern helps” quite as 
heartily as they do the long-handled ** Yankee 
broom.’’ As to punctuality, whv these laun- 
dresses have no idea Whatit means. For ex- 
ample, an American (they impose more on 
on their own people) may givea 
washerwoman his linen. Three or four 
weeks may elapse and itis not returned. He 
fancies it has been stoien. Not at all. The 
victim will on investigation find that the 
laundress, having been invited to a christen- 
ing, a dance ora bull-figat, has pawned his 
clothing to get moneyto buy finery for the 
festive occasion. If Mr. A’s linen suffers this 
fate he need not be alarmed—patience alone 
is necessary. The woman will then pledge 
Mr. B’s clothing and redeem Mr. A’s from 
the pawushop until! she bas earned enough to 
come out square with all her customers, I 
heard of a case Where a laundress loaned the 
clotbes of an American to a family in which 
there was a case of smail-pox that the mother 
— pawn them to get medicine fora sick

Various devices were adopted by Oberlin 
(Q.) students to detain the slave-hunters and 
vain time for escaping negroes.

light. . Further, they prefer red or .yellow 
light to the same violet Nght. And Sir John 
infers that, since ants certainiy prefer for 
their young darkness to light of any kind, 
even the white light from which the ultra-vio- 


let or chemical rays have been removed must | 
seem to them less light, nearer to darkness, , 


than any:sort of light contajning these chem- 
ica] rays. From this he judges that the ul- 
tra-violet or chemical rays, invisible to us,are 
not only visinle te ants, but more visible to 
them than any other rays; and that light con- 
taining all sorts of rays, including those which 
human eyes never see, is to ants, probably, 
quite a different thing from our white light. 
he inference is very ingenious, but after all 
by no means certain. Why should not the 
dislike of the ants to the chemical rays for 
their larve be a dislike caused by some other 
sense, and not the sense of vision atall? If 
Sir John forced his ants to choose between an 
electric current and the violet rays, they 
might, perhaps, choose the violet rays; but it 
would not follow that they saw the electric 
a because it Was evident that they dis- 
ced it. 


OUR PENSIONERS. 


A Terrible Tax on the People of the 
United States. 


From the Chicago Tribune. 


The money required to pay pensions has 
suddenly jumped from about $28,000,000 to 
$90,000,000, for that enormous sum will be re- 
quired next year, and $120,000,000 the year 
aiter, andthe Lord only knows when the 
maximum will be reached. Col. Bentley, 
Pension Commissioner, who was forced to 
resign for no cause except to plav into the 
hands of the Washington Pension Agents, in 
a conversation last Monday among other 
things said: 

The number of new pensions granted dur- 
ing the year will be about 25,000, exclusive of 
the war of 1812 pensions. The settlements 
next year ought to reach from 45,000 to 50,000. 
First there are probably from 5,000 to 7,000 cas- 
es on the files,ready,or nearly so, for the issue 
of certificates. We have exhausted the pen- 
sion appropriation for this year, $50,302,- 
306 68, and have been compelled to carry over 
into July nearly all the May and June settle- 
ments. I think they will require for the first 
payments about $50,000,000. This added to 
the expected increase in the settlement next 
year will bring the amount for the next year 
up to nearly or quite $90,000,000, so there will 
be.required for the pensions next year an ap- 
propriation of $40,000,000 in addition to the 
$50,000,000 already appropriated. New claims 
continue to come in very rapidly. There have 
been filed this year upwards of 30,000 new 
original claims. 

Each new pension, with ‘‘arrearages’’ com- 
mencing back to the time of discharge during 
the war, costs the Government from $1,000 
to $2,000, and 600to 800 new pensions con- 
sume $0,000,000 of taxes to pay the arrearage 
allowance. Formerly a man’s pension began 
to run from the time he applied for it; under 
the demagogue act of two years ago, itis 
made retroactive, and to date back to thetime 
of his discharge from the army, which is ut- 
terly unfair to the taxpavers, and is a power- 
fulinducement or temptation to fraud in fil- 
ling claims fer such allowances. In other 
words the Government was compelled by 
Congress to advertise a bonus of $1,000 to 
$2,000 cash forevery new name added to the 
roll. It is no wonder that such an announce- 
ment drew outa host of applicants who had 
never before thought of filinga claim. The 
ninety-day men, the home-guards, the boun- 
ty-jumpers, and large numbers who had ney- 
er been connected with the army in any meri- 
torious manner became candidates for Gov- 
ernment support. The  pension-claim 
agents in Washington organized in force. 
They started newspapers for the special pur- 
pose of spreading throughout the country the 
glad tidings that Uncle Sam proposed to buy 
a farm or give $1,000 to $2,000 in cash to every 
rogue wbo could play the wounded or diseas- 

d soldier long enough to get a doctor’s cer- 
tificate. But this was not all, nor the worst. 
The law which thus set aside the public 
revenues for the promotion of pauperism 
failed to provide the (‘overnment with any 
representation in the examination of pension 
candidates. It admits the application on 
ex parte testimonv. A large part of the 
money ostensibly paid out to meritorious sol- 
diers really goes to the go-betweens who put 
up Welland hale men to commit fraud. In 
this manner the politicians who have profess- 
ed such extravagant devotion to the “‘soldier 
element” have reaily endangered the iuterests 
of those whd were wounded or contracted 
disease inthe service of the Government, be- 
cause they have built up so high and top-lofty 
a system that it may fall of 1ts own weight. 
it is certain that something must be done to 
curtail this outflow of Government gratui- 
ties. No other nation than ours could bear 
up under it, and even the American people 
will tirefof it before lone. 
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The Afilictions of John G. Saxe. 
Froi the Brooklyn Fagle. 

The book ofJobis said to be the oldestin 
the Old Testament collection,and bears read- 
ing even by followers of Ingersoll, for the 
beauty of its poetry and for the consolation of 
its philosophy. One can not but recall it to 
mindin relation tothe afflictions of one of 
the mostamiable and at one time one of the 
happiest and most prosperous of our fellow- 
citizens—the poet, John G. Saxe. Misfortune 
has fairly rained down upon him. Light- 
hearted, free, generous and kindly, he was 
the lifeand soul of his social circle. His 
poems fairly effervesce with good spirits and 
kindly humor: his conversation was not enly 
an intellectual stimulus, buta moral medi- 
cine for the blues. Ie seemed to exhule con- 
tentinent and light-heartedness and to infect 
all who met him with bis own delightful 
humor, and mace the man of 
eares forget his burden and _ banish sickness 
and sorrow from the suffering. Like Job, he 
bad a family over whom he watched even as 
did the kindly, trustful philosopher of the 
Oriental tale, who, ‘‘whenthe days of their 
feasting were gone about, rose up early in the 
morning and offered Durnt offerings accord- 
ing to the number of them all; for Job said: 
‘Itmay bethat mysons have sinned, and 
cursed God in their hearts.’ Thus did Job, 
continually.’ Of this happy family but one 
son remains. Two daughters were carried 
away recently by consumption: a vear ago his 
wife died, and this additional blow seemed to 
madden him With anguish. Ife was at Albany 
vesterday, and yesterday his son John T. 
Saxe, one of the two survivors of the family, 
was found dead in his bed from hemorrhage 
of the lungs, This crowning blow 
has probably come ‘to late to crush 
the poet, for he is said bimself to be in 
such a condition that bis recovery is searcely 
expected. Such a case as this appeals to the 
sense of justice in every human mind and the 
stupendous question of compensation in an- 
other life. It is inconceivable that absolute 
justice, one of the attributes to the deity, can 
delight in afflicting his creatures as poor Saxe 
has been afllicted without making reparation. 
The Oriental parable of Job tells us that God 
rewarded him for his patience and that after 
140 vears of additional life he died, being old 
and full of days. seeing his sons and his son’s 
sons, even four cenerations. Such was an 
early conception of compensation, when an- 
other life beyond the grave had not been 
taught as among the blessings civen to men. 
But what compensation would it be to John 
(;. Saxe to live another life and see another 
family arise around him? The agony of Joss 
would still remain. Insuch a case as his 
consolation can be given only by the | teach- 
ings of religion and the hope that in an eter- 
nity of union without pain the sufferings of 
this life will be forvotten.

THE ONEIDA COMMUNISTS. 


Something of the Society to Which Guit- 
eau Belonged. 
**Gath’’ in Cincinnati Enquirer. 


Guiteau is a type of a large class in the 
country, who, having picked up a little law, 
written a speech or two to deliver before the 
public, or strolled into a prayer-meeting and 
attracted consideration, come to think them- 
selves |national characters; and the more 
ragged and dirty they become the more they 
liken themselves tojdistinguished men of an- 
tiquity—such as Diegenes and Socrates. 
Guiteau, as has been said in a Southern news- 
paper, is considerable of a satire on some of 
the elements in the Republican party. There 
is no re¢ord that heisadrinking man.

— as many of the turns that have 
yrought considerable theological fame. LKy- 
ery body was looking for the second coming 
ef Christ, and he put three or four para- 
graphs together somewhere and discovered 
that Christ had already come, and the exact 
year he came, and nobody had noticed it but 
himself. This was suflicient, had he a con- 
gregation, to set the manon a series of tray- 
els throughout this country, Europe and the 
Holy Land. 

It was the same kind of discovery that his 
lord and master, Noyes, of the Oneida Com- 
munity, made when he read in the bible one 
day that in Heaven they are neither marricd 
nor given in marriage. Therefore, says 
Noyes, marriage is not a heavenly institution. 
Ergo, the world must be made heaven; Ke- 
solved, That marriwges shall be bursted up. 
So Noyes went down in Connecticut, where 
there was a strong-minded woman with an 
unintellectual husband, who had a good farm, 
and he showed the aforesaid husband and the 
sister that to be just like other heavenly peo- 
ple. he must come intoacommunity where 
there were no marriages, and bring his dauch- 
tersandsonsinand turn all their worldly 
goods in the common lot. ‘*Then,’’ said Rev- 
erend Noves, *‘I will initiate you into the best 
substitute for marriage.’’ } 

Noyes went preaching over the country. 
He was a Baptist of the sect General Arthur 
was raised in. Being pretty well known 
among the Baptists, he got a hearing in many 
a Baptist family, and so moved his communi- 
ty from Connecticut to New York, and had 
become a considerable commercial concern 
when Guiteau and his father went into the 
community, according to accounts, and the 
young man stayed there much longer than 
his father, and was engaged in one of the 
numerous quarrels in that community about 
the women. 

I recollect some years ago seeing aman 
who had sued that community torecover his 
wife and a sum of money he had putin. He 
went there expecting things were much 
looser than they were; but he found old Rey. 
Noyes the only man who was married to 
everybodys Noyes was married to this no- 
vice’s wife and his daughters, too; and after 
that the wife would have nothing to do with 
ber husband. The women in the community 
generally disliked this husband. Le had not 
areligious tongue in his head. Hewasa 
purely physical lover. Hecould not butter 
his parsnips with sentiment. He sued the 
community for his money and his wife, and set 
up the point that the women would not tol- 
erate him. 

This nasty commuuity was allowed to con- 
tinue in the State of New York, near Conk- 
ling’s home of Utica, twenty years, and 
would have been a tremendous nuisance to 
this day but that Noves got old and conclud- 
ed that there had better be marriages on this 
earth in order to give himarest. It is now 
secularized, and raises gilt-edge butter, 
bear traps and Yankee notions. It furnished, 
however, the assassin of the President. 
After he got out of the Oneida 
Community Guiteau went to the 
different theological conventicles, where 
somebody had bolted away from his 
congregation, and was preaching essays in- 
stead of sermons. He was very much infatu- 
ated with Prof. Swing, in Chicago. He joined 
the Shakers awhile. Ife followed Bob Ingzer- 
soll around to show what a fool Bob was, and 
correspondingly how greata man Guiteau 
was. Never able to pay his pills, he retained 
aserene equanimity. asifthis world owed 
him a living, and it Wasa small matter not to 
settle bills when one had great ideas in one’s 
head. Thedastof his patented notions was 
that by discharging a pistol intothe Dresi- 
dent be could save the Republican party. If 
this kind of man is crazy, he is to be found at

A COTTAGE BY THE SEA. 


The Residence of a Railroad Million- | 


aire Described in Detail. 
Froma Long Branch Letter. 

Mr. Victor Newcomb, formerly of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad, and his 
family, are occupying their cottage, just be- 
yond the Elberon Hotel, which is one of the 
most elegantly planned and finished resi- 
dences here and as asummer home can not 
be surpassed. Itis one of the most unique 
specimens of the new-fashioned old-fashion- 
ed dwellings I have vet seen. The architect- 
ure is old English, but the house is far from 
being so gloomy in appearance without or 
within as are most of the Queen Anne houses 
I have have seen here and at Saratora. The 
building is being entirely finished within in 
hard wood,a different kind being used in 
each room. In one itis mahogany, in an- 
other maple, in another the Cali- 
fornia red wood, in another oak, and an- 
other Georgia pine. A square hall, entirely 
finished in oak, even the walls, and having a 
ceiling showing rafters of that wood,occupies 
fhe centre of the first floor. The floor of this 
hall is tiled with red tiles, to represent a 
brick floor, except inthe center, which is 
white checked with red. The enormous ilre- 
place has « large iron crane and other imple- 
ments like the old-time kitchens had. A 
metal screen, With colored glass panes, draws 
down in front of this fireplace and serves as a 
blower or ascreen. On one side of the fire- 
place, provision is made for hanging a kettle 
in Which to brew champagne punch. Cham- 
pagne punch made by such an antique tire- 
place savors rather of an anachronism, | 
think. Overall the mantels in the house are 
fancy cupboards or shelves for brie- 
a-brac. I am delighted the mirror 
mania bas died out, and one is not confronted 
with oneself making grimaces in the effort to 
dothe agreeable over every chimney-piece 
and between every pair of windows. The 
entrance door at the Newcomb cottage opens 
horizontally half-way up, as did the old-fash- 
ioned doors when it Was necessary to look out 
before opening allthe doors to aseertain if 
friend or foe sought entrance. A round tower 
on one side further suggests the idea of a for- 
tified castle. The main door opens into the 
square hall, in which the windows have smal] 
stained glass panes. Large skins of wild 
beasts are used as rugs upon the floor, and 
pictures on easels and statuary on pedestals, 
witb some quaint chairs, complete the furni- 
niture. All the rooms have low ceilings, but 
high wainscotings. In some the latter extend 
as much as six feet above the floor. In the 
dining-room the ceiling, as well as cornice 
about two feet deep liinamediately below the 
ceiling, are of cork. This material was used 
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not only to prevent dampness, but also to de.

Thespots usual in cork, howeygy 
make the ceiling look as if flies had already

area of 176,549.99 German squure miles, or at 
the rate of 1,791 persons to the Germay 
square mile; Ast is put down as having 
834,707,000. inhabitants on 609,475 square 
miles—thatis 1,051 persons to the square 
mile; Africa, as having 205,679,000 inhabi- 
tants on 543,187 square miles, or 378 persons 
to the square mile; America, as having 
9,495,500 on GB7,158.5 square miles, or 157 to 
‘the square mile; Australasia, as having 
4,051,000 on 162,609 square miles—that is 24 
persons to the square mile; the Arctic re- 
gions are assumed to have 82,000 inhabitants 
on $2,001 square miles, or about one person 
to eyery square mile. The sumtotal, as ob- 
served, is 1,455,23,500 persons on 2,470,903.4 
square miles, or at the rate of o&8? persons to 
the German square mile. TheGerman Em- 
pire comprises ,815.6 square miles, with a 
population in 1878 of 44,210,948 persons. 


Glucose.

Speaking of profits, the most remarkable 
business at presentis glucose, which is now 
in greater demand than ever. Last year 159,- 
000 tons were used,and itis expected that 
next yearnthe consumption will probably be 
doubted. Glucose (sometimes called corn 
sugar) is now used extensively by confection- 
ers and also bysome sugar refiners. It has 
also been recently found available in lager 
beer, and this has rapidly increased the de- 
mand. It makes this beverage much more 
intoxicating, and being a substitute for malt, 
impairs the quality in the same degree that it 
lessens cost. Lager also suffers from addi- 
tional adulteration and is really a pernicious 
drink. Some of the ingredients tend te in- 
crease thirst, and hence When one begins 
drinking he tinds it hardto stop. To return 
to glucose, it may be said that its manufac. 
ture will this vear yield a profit of halfa 
million, and yetten years ago it was hardly 
known. How many new things are brought 
into prominence by this inventive age.

patriotic people bowed in sorrow, therefore

The New Narrow Gu age Connec- 
‘ tion With the Hast. 


The Railroad Will Unite the Coal Fields 
of Ohio, Indiana and Iiinois. 


Gen. J. M. Corse and Mr. W. J. Craig are 
in the city to-day looking after the interests 
of the new narrow gauge road, which 
will be of great interest to St. Louis. 
Gen. Corse is President of the ‘Toledo, Cin- 
cipnati and St. Louis road, and Mr, Craig is 
in charge of the construction. and work is 
being busily pushed. A P.-D. reporter met 
the gentlemen this morning and obtained some 
‘nformation in regardto the scheme. ‘‘I 


tell vou,’ said Mr. Craig,‘ ‘this road will set- 


tle the battle ofthe guages without a doubt.” 


The trouble with all narrow guage roads, 
save the Denver and Rio Grande, is that they 
have not bad suflicient capital behind them. 
They have neyer been able to make a decent 
ap roach into the places they have run, 80 as 
fo be able to properly bid for the business. 
We obtain the best entrance into every city 
we approach and we have 
spared “~ no money to do so.” 
Mr. Craig then briefly outlined the route as 
follows:. Starting from Toledo, O., the road 
runs to Delphos, where it branches and runs 
directto St. Louis. ‘The other branch from 
Delphos runs through Selina and Versailles 
to Dayton, O., Where it branches to Cincin- 
nati, and a second branch runs to the 
coal liclds in Soutbeastern Ohio. 
It branches again at the coal Kelds, one exten- 
sion running to Gallipolis and the otherto 
lronton. The company have beught the road 
at Ironton,which has little spurs running to all 
the coal fields. JT’rom Delphos, the road pre- 
viously mentioned takes a direct southwest- 
erly course to St. Louis. 

A continuous road is pow in operation from 
Toledo through to Delphos, and from Dayton 
to Wellston. The extensions to (Ciallipolis 
and Ironton will be completed before the 
close of the season. More than halfthe dis- 
tance from Dayton to Cincinnati is now tin- 
ished, and the rest will be ready in si xty 
days. 

The road from Delphos to st. Louis iscom- 
pleted andin operation to Kokomo, Indiana. 

fetween Kokomo and Frankfort, the com- 
pany have purchased the Standard (uage 
toad, the old Frankfort and Kokomo Line, 
and will narrow the same tothe three-foot 
cuage next Sunday. 

The iron is laid and the road is in running 
order from Frankfort west to Clark’s Hill, 
where 1t crosses the Cincinnati, Indianapolis, 
st. Louis and Chicago. The ironis also 
from Charleston, Ill., to Oakland, a 
distance of eighteen miles, and track laying 
will be begun at Neoga next week. 
Soon after a commencement wil! be made at 
Ramsay and other points. Mr. Craig says 
that every foot of the road is under construc-

the |Toledo, Delphos and Burlington and 
the Toledo, Cincinnati and St. Louis Rail- 
Ways-—-but the consolidation will be effected 
onthe Ith inst., and after that 
whole tine will be known by the latter name. 

It will be of great benefit to St. Louis. 
“You see,*’ said Mr. Craig, **we take in the 
coal fields of Ohio, Indiana, and Lilinois, ang 
we run through the most fertile country in 
these States. Weare building the best three 
foot cuage ruad on the continent. The 
embankments are nowhere less 
than ten fect wide on top, 
and the exeavations sixteen feet wide atthe 
bottom. Weare using 3,000 more ties to the 
mile and they are larger th'an those previous- 
ly used by narrow gauges. The rails are one- 
third heavier and portions of them are steel. 
The bridges are as strong as those on stan- 
dard cauge roads, and will sustain a rolling 
weight of 5,000 pounds to the foot.”?

He has sie- 
ceeded in organizing a syndicate of New 
York and Boston capitalists who will push 
the scheme through.

An American Mania— How It is Liable 
to be Developed. 

In the early edition of the PosT-DISPATCH 
on the day of the attempted assassination the 
theory advanced to account for the gentle- 
man’s act Was briefly putin these words: | 

‘“Tlaving given himself up to office-seeking 
he prol ably brooded over his disappointment 
uutil his mind was overthrown. He came to 
look upon the Prcsident as his bitterest foe, 
and under that hallucination was seized with 
the murderous intent.”’ 

Theories havc had a wide, not to say wild, 
range since Saturday morning, but 
eradnally the general cone usion is 
taking the form indicated in the quotation, 
Atthe Mayor’s office this morning conversae 
tion branched from the eondition of the 
President to the mouve of the assailant and 
Mr. Ewing remarked that he had had op- 
portunities to observe the effect of the per- 
sistent place-hunting upen some minds. Said 
he: “Men whol!I know could secure paying 
and honorable situations in business seem to 
vet smitten with a desire for ofiice whichis 
out of all reasonable’ relation *to the 
responsibility or emolument ‘of — the 
places thi@y ask for. Nobody can 
understand the methods they resort to and 
the amount of energy they develop in trving 
to get an appointment to some place tnless 
he has had opportunity to observe their ef- 
forts. It-becomes. a passion which,if not 
amounting to well defined insanity, may, | 
think, be declared a form of monmomania. | 
recall one individual who has been coming to 
see me ever since | took this office. At first he 
was persistent in his visits, but comparatively 
wild in manner. 1] have observed him grow 
more and more importunate until now his 
upplications are nothing less than demands. 
I can see that he has brooded over the matter 
unt! he has convinced bimself that the piace 
be wants belongs to him, and he looks on me 
asanenemy Who is defrauding him outof 
his justrights. WhenJ tell him I ean clo 
nothing for him he xoes out and talks over 
his grievance with anybody who will listen 
to him, abusing me with the most 
bitter invectives he can call to mind. Itis 
not hard for me to conceive of this man be- 
coming actually insane and attempting some 
violence. The papers state that Guiteau hes 
been at the White House daily since March 
seeking an appointment, and I tind no dith- 
culty in acvepting the theory that his contin- 
ual brooding over the matter brougbt about 
a condition of mind which prompted the 
shooting. I think almost any one who has 
hac oecasfon to observe closely the effects of 
professional place hunting will accept the 
theory.”

‘Originally the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Railread was a branch of the Missouri acetic 
and was operated under the same manace- 
ment.
